Since July o f last y ear all ey es 
in Sto newall and this side o f Jo nes 
Co unty hav e been centered o n 
the 
Shell Oil Co mpany , Inc. No . 1 , An­ 
nie Smith test o n the Smith ranch 
abo ut ten miles no rth o f Hamlin, 
acro ss the Riv er in Sto newall co un­ 
ty . 
Tuesday mo rning o f this week an­ 
ticipatio ns were realized when the 
repo rt came that fro m the mo re than 
6,0 0 0 feet o il was rising and had 
reached 2 ,0 0 0 feet. 
The Wednesday morning 
report 
fro m the Smith family was that oil 
had been flowing ou t into the slu sh 
pit for nearly two hou rs. That is a 
big head of weight to lift, 6 ,000 feet 
o f liqu id, indicates that a sizeable 
well has been brou ght in. 
The hole is abou t 6 ,030 feet and 
one of the deepest tests in this sec­ 
tion of Tex as. This is the cu lmination 
o f the spending of thou sands 
and 
thou sands of dollars in search of oil 
in sou thern Stonewall Cou nty , 
by 
the Shell and General Cru de com­ 
panies. Fiv e inch casing was set at 
a/bou t 5,8 45 feet. 
Standard 
cable 
tools were u sed. C. T. McLau ghlin 
o f Midland is the drilling contrac­ 
tor. 
This wildcat well is located 2,310 
feet from the sou th and 350 feet 
from the west line of section 143-1- 
H&TC su rv ey . 
The oil has a 37 .8 grav ity test, at 
an u ncorrected 9 2 degree 
tempera­ 
tu re. 
If this well prov es to be of su b­ 
stantial commercial v alu e, it will be 
the second field for Stonewall cou n­ 
ty . The other is near Swenson, bu t 
not so deep. The Shell company has 
a large acreage in Stonewall cou nty 
u nder lease. One interesting featu re 
abou t this new well is that it is not 
far from the Shell Pipe Line and 
the station north of Hamlin. 
The 
new oil wou ld find immediate ou t­ 
let. Again if this test is what it now 
appears, it is likely that the fields 
in Fisher Cou nty , west of Hamlin, 
may hav e a direct connection. How­ 
ev er the Fisher cou nty wells 
are 
only half as deep as the new one in 
Stonewall. Sev eral y ears ago a deep 
test was made on the George farm 
by Cranfil-Rey nolds 
(now 
General 
Cru de) and from reports good indi­ 
cation of oil was fou nd. Bu t some 
damage was done to the hole and it 
was lost. 
Oil men believ e Stonewall Cou nty 
is in for a lot of drilling in the near 
fu tu re.

Hamlin Navy Boy Writes 
Letter From Europ ean Port

Since our arrival in Europ e there 


has been many in terestin g 
sights 


and good times that we have enjoy ­ 


ed. I shall try to outline some 
of 
the p laces of in terest to y ou that 
we have visited since being a ‘oad. 
The first p lace that we saw 
in 
Europ e was the Rock of Gibraltar. 
It reaches to an enormous 
height 
and just from looking at 
it 
y ou 
realize its military stren gth without 
thinking of seeing all of the mili­ 
tary equip ment that England 
has 
hid there. 
One side of the big rock 
is devoted to a 
small town and com­ 
mercial harbor, while the other side 
is devoted to a military unit, 
in­ 
cluding a navy y ard and much simi­ 
lar 
equip ment. 
The 
eastern 
end 
has a nice beach and there are sev­ 
eral nice p arks scattered around the 
edges of it. From the p osition that 
our ship lay , y ou could look to the 
n orth and see the hills of 
Sp ain, 
and the south and 
see 
the 
rising 
mountains of Africa. Clouds usually 
hung low over the top of the rock. 
In general, it was a very interesting 
sight. 


From there 
we wen t 
to 
Ville- 
franche, surMer, Fran ce. A beautiful 
little 
village located 
among 
the 
small valley s where the foothills of 
the Italian Alp s dip into the blue 
Mediterranean. A few 
miles 
away 
are the resort cities of Nice 
and 
Monte Carlo, where the society 
of 
Europ e meets to p ass away the en ­ 
joy able day s of their vacation, swim­ 
ming, sun bathing, romancing 
and 
the limits of night life. The beauties 
and in terestin g sights of the Riviera 
would amoun t to p ages if I were to 
include all of it, therefore, y ou can 
believe the books of travels in 
re­ 
gards to its beauties and fully real­ 
ize the reason that it is chosen Eu­ 
rop e’s p lay ground. 


From there we made a cruise out 
of the M editerranean into the A t­ 
lantic and visited le Harve, France. 
This is the largest commercial p ort 
in Northern France, and is the home 
p ort of the Normandie, which was 
there twice durin g our visit. It has 
a nice beach and some of the 
most 
beautiful p arks in that section 
of 
France. Many visitors came aboard 
the ship from there and many 
of 
the ship ’s comp any visited Paris, of 
course, telling of stran ge sights and 
exp eriences that 
is 
so 
commonly 
known for Paris. We really en joy ­ 
ed this visit and wish that we could 
go there again. 
From here we went 
North 
to 


Rotterdam, the Netherlands, which I 


feel that no one on the ship 
can 


deny was most enjoy ed of all of the 


p orts that we visited. The city had 
i beautiful p ark which was 
just 
)ss the dock from where 
the 
snip was 
moored. Visitors flocked 
by the thousands and among them 
were many nice p eop le who escorted 
us through the p ark. The city 
was 
very modern, and clean. It bore no 
wealth of statues as did the French 
cities, but made up for it with its 
beautiful p arks and modern build­ 
ings. The p eop le gave 
us 
several 
free sightseeing trip s; one to Am­ 
sterdam, one to Gouda by steamer, 
and some others to th e Haggue and 
the adjoining beaches. The one to 
Gouda p roved the most in terestin g 
of the many given. While there we 
visited in the St. John ’s Cathedral, 
which has the rarest p ainted glass 
windows in the world, covering the 
entire time of the life of John the 
Bap tist. All hated to leave there as 
quickly as We bad to, and the big­ 
gest p ast time 
was 
joining 
the 
citizens in bicy cle riding. 
From there we came to St. Naz- 
aire, the French city where the first 
American 
troop s 
entered 
Fran ce 
during the World W ar I. From there 
we visited mainly in Ponichet and 
Le Baule, both elegant tourist re­ 
sorts. 
Many 
enjoy ed 
swimming 
while there and the night life was 
very lively . Every one enjoy ed 
our 
short visit there. 
From there we return ed to 
the 
Reviera, stop p ing for a few hours 
in Marseilles, but 
no 
liberty 
was 
granted. Then the war broke out and 
we came to Lisbon, which is nothing 
to sp eak about, other than Estoril, 
a n earby summer resort, and 
the 
Palace of Vasco da Gamma 'which 
holds his tomb. The city is not clean 
but has some of the most modern 
shop s in Southern Europ e. 
In the winter of 19 40 we made 
a trip to Funchal, Madeira, which 
is 
n island off the cost of Africa, 
and similar to Hawaii. The moun ­ 
tains rise into the clouds and al­ 
most from the sea. It is a very 
attractive p lace. 


Later an other trip carried us to 
Cadiz, Sp ain, an historic 
old p ort 
of elegant buildings and vast har­ 
bor. During the colonial day s when 
Sp ain was controlling many of 
the 
big colonies in the New World, the 
main use of this p ort was to bring 
gold into Sp ain. Some of the men 
made trip s to Seville and flew 
to
